Mississippi Baptists showed 
gains in every phase of work in 
1959, as compared to 1958, ac- 
cording to figures released by 
Rev. L. Gordon Sansing, as- 
sociate executive secretary. 

The figures, compiled by the 
‘Department of Researeh and 
Statistics, Sunday School, Nash- 
ville, reveal that’ Mississippi 
Baptist Convention church 
membership now stands at 460,- 
921 as against 450,723 th 1958. 

Churches Gain 
The number of churches now 
a totals 1796 as compared to 1784 
in 1958. | 

Mississippi Baptists baptized 

18,557 in 1959 in comparison to 
* 17,195 in 1958. 

Total gifts for all purposes, of 
the churches, ih 1959, was $19,- 
536,460, as against $17,881,697 
given in 1958. 

Total mission contributions in 


1959 reached $3,373,202 as com- 
pared to $3,158,981 in 1958. 

The value of church property 
in 1959 reached $88,244,897, in 
comparison to $81,361,954 in 
1958. 

Sunday Schools Up 

Sunday School enrolment in 
1959 reached 307,315 as against 
298,817 in 1958 while Baptist 
Training Union enrolment in- 
creased from 135,434 in 1958 to 
139,619 in 1959. 

Of the 1796 churches in 1959, 
a ‘total of 293 reported no bap- 
tisms, 45 reported no Sunday 
School, 344 reported no Baptist 
Training Union and 45 reported 
no mission gifts. 

Of the 1796 churches in 1959, 
a total of 1143 of them were 
classified as open country 
churches, 249 village churches, 
174 town churches and 230 of 
them city churches.

1959 Is Worst 
Year For Crime 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (RNS)— 
The yeer 1959 was the worst 
for crime in the history of the 
United States, Director J. Ed; 
gar Hoover of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation said here 
in releasing a preliminary re- 
port on unifi crime statistics 
for the past year. 

A 5 per cent increase in ju- 
venile arrests occurred, the FBI 
chief said. The percentage of 
increase was the same for large 
cities as for small. Arrests of 
adult offenders showed virtu- 
ally no change from 1958. 

All major crime classifica- 
tions, except burglary and arm- 
ed robbery, showed an increase

DALLAS, Texas — Southern 
Baptist preachers are among 
the lowest paid of America’s 
working people. 

This opinion is expressed in 
an article appearing in the cur- 
rent issue of The Years Ahead, 
official publication of the Re- 
lief and Annuity Board. 

And it has statistics to back 
it up. 

A pastor in an average Bap- 
tist Church takes home about 
$2,312 a year. If a parsonage is 
provided, up to -1,000 a year 
more can be added. :

A First And Second Look 


*’ Mississippi Baptists have made remarkable gains dur- 
ing the ten years just ended. Some of the Mississippi sum- 
mary reports for 1959 have just been released by the De- 
and Statistics in Nashville and are 
given elsewhere in this issue of the Record. We have 
studied some of those figures in the light of ten years ago 
(1949) and have found some amazing facts. 

Percentage Gains 

The number of churches has increased approximately 
15%, but the membership has increased almost 20%. This 
was made while the population of the state increased less 
than one per cent. 

Sunday school enrollment increased almost 50% and 
Training Union enrollment more than 80%. WMU and Bro- 
therhood reports are not yet available. 

Total gifts of the churches grew by more than 125% 
and mission gifts almost 150%. Cooperative program gifts 





also showed more than 200% gain. 

These figures make us rejoice and thank God. They 
indicate that our churches are at work, and have splendid 
leadership. They also reveal some measure of the strong 
denominational leadership which God has given us. 

A Second Look 

A second look at the figures however, reveals facts 
which give pause in our thinking. A more careful study 
shows that-our enlistment task is not complete, but has 
actually just begun. 

More than 50% of our members are not enrolled in 
Sunday school, and more than 75% are not enrolled in 
Training Union. 

Our total giving is only about one-third of the tithe, 
and the mission giving is only about 17% of the total offer- 
ings: Just 12% of the total gifts of the churches in 1959 
was given to missions through the Cooperative Program.

1949, but the ratio was much less, because we had nearly | mails are relatively sure—but 


90,000 more. members than reported ten years ago. We 
had one baptism in 1959 for each 25 members. 

In 1959, 293 churches reported no baptisms, 45 reported 
no Sunday school; 344 reported no Training Union, and 45 
reported no mission gifts. 

These facts startle us and reveal that our enlistment 
task is actually just begun. As great as our gains have 
been our need for continued advance in enlistment is even 


Teaching and Training 

The 1960 emphasis in Jubilee Advance is “Enlistrment 
Through Bible Teaching and Training”. This is a time 
when we should enter into the task of enlisting the very 
last member to active participation in every phase of the 
church life. 


- Make Mississippi Dry ° 


The public press reports that a Senator has introduced 
a bill in the Mississippi Senate to “put teeth into the pro- 
hibition laws”. He is reported as saying “If we don’t legal- 
ize it we ought to do away with it. Let’s get out from under 
this hypocrisy”. 

This is exactly what the drys want. They do not want 
conditions to remain as they are, but desire for action to be 
taken to really dry up the state. 

We are not promoting this particular bill since we have 
not seen it and do not know its contents. However, we are 
definitely in favor of action to really dry up our state. We 
believe that it can be done, and that the time, to do it is 
now. We believe that the majority of the people of Missis- 
sippi do not want liquor in any form; they want a state 
that is dry legally and actually.

Proposed Postage Boost Would 
Affect Religious Periodicals 


WASHINGTON, D.'C. (RNS) 
— Postmaster General Arthur 
E. Summerfield has asked Con- 
gress to increase the postage 
rate for religious and other 
non-profit periodicals entered 
as second class matter. 

The increase is part of a re- 


quest for an over-all boost in 


postage rates that would send 
first class letters to five cents, 


terials would be raised from the 
Present nine cents per pound 
and five cents for each addi- 
tional pound to ten cents for 
the first pound and six cents 
for each additional pound. 

Sharpest effect of the pro- 
posed rate increases would 
come from raising the mini- 
mum rate for non-profit period- 
icals in second class from one- 
eighth cents apiece to one- 
fourth cent. To this would be 
added the applicable 
pound” rate. This would more 
than double the postage bill on 
the smaller publications which 
now pay the flat minimum rate 
of one-eighth cent each.
